The Colonial varsity , baseballers 
smashed their way back into the 
victory column yeiterday at Grif- 
fith Stadium, trouncing Mt. VjjL 
Marys, 5-2, behind the seven-hit 
pitching of Vlnnie DeAngelis. 

The Buff Batsmen sprang into a 
lead as early as the second inning 
when a single by Steve Walker, 
catcher, who was forced at second 
by DeAngelis, followed by Burton 
Webb’s ‘Texas Leaguer" single to 
center, a triple by Andy Horne, and 
another single by "Lefty’* Johnson, 
gave the Buffmen a three-run lead 
which they preserved to the finish.

An accounting of Student Council 
finances by Treasurer Harry Ames 
l! demanded by a resolution of the 
Junior College Council addressed 
to the Student Life Committee, 
which was adopted Sunday. 

The action came on the heels of 
rumors that the Council' may be 
unable to pay for printing of bal- 
lots for the elections scheduled for 
Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week. 

Introduced by Junior Council 
President John Southmayd, the res- 
olution cited in its preamble the 
fact that Ames has at no time made 
"a suitable accounting" of the 
funds in his charge, that the Coun- 
cil has forced other University 
groups to account for their incofne 
and expenditures to it, and a state- 
ment made by Ames at a recent 
Council meeting to the effect that 
the treasury had not money to meet 
an appropriation of $1.00 voted for 
the National Symphony Orchestra. 

The resolution mentioned rumors 
that the Council has lost money 
on dances given during the year, 
and that it is having difficulty in 
meeting present expenses for bal- 
lots in the elections scheduled for 
tomorrow and Thursday. 

The resolution concludes as fol- 
lows: 

"Now, therefore, be k resolved, 
by the members of the Junior Col- 
lege &oun<MI, meeting in the Interest 
of the student body Of that division 
of the University, that we urge the 
Student Life Committee to request 
an immediate financial accounting 
of the Treasurer of the Student 
Council as to the status of the 
funds handled by him throughout 
the past school year.

Karl Qay. former protection man- 
ager of Cue and Curtain, last night 
was appointed graduate director of 
Fiesta productions by -the Board of 
Directors of the 1936 Fiesta. 

Gay will take active charge of di- 
recting the Fiesta musical comedy, 
"Davy", replacing Lawrence Beck- 
erman as director. Beckerman Will 
be unable to actively direct, but 
will continue as chairman of the 
Productions Board. 

At the time of the announcement, 
Howard Ennes, director dt the Fi- 
esta, issued a statement. concerning 
the effect of the recent ^tiling by 
United States Attorney Leslie C.j 
Garnett in reference tp "gaming" 
of the. type used in fraternal and 
church carnivals.'

The definition of ’games 
of skill’ and ‘games of chance* laid 
down by the attorney will enable 
us to present practically the same 
carnival features as in ^the past, 
including bingo, which will be op- 
erated as 'Archery Bingo’."

George Washington Is cooperating 
with the Washington Carnegie In- 
stitution this week to present the 
three-dar project of the second 
Washington Conference on Theo- 
retical Physics. The Conference, 
which is made up of a group of 
and foreign universities, gathered 
in Washington Monday. 

These annual conferences are. an 
outgrowth of the researches in 
fundamental physics begun some 
years ago by the Carnegie Insti- 
tution and continued at George 
Washington. Chemical bond, reac- 
tion velocities, magnetism. Van der 
Waal's forces, molecular vibration, 
and isotopes are 1 included In the 
topics being discussed by the sci- 
entists.

elections committee will assist the 
election committee at the polls. 
Special Committee 

In order to guarantee equity in 
counting the returns, the elections 
committee of the Student Council 
wltl be assisted by the Junior Col- 
lege and Columbian College elec- 

• tlons committees and five perions 
to be selected by the elections com- 
mittee from a list of eight submit- 
ted by each of the three parties, 
making 15 assistants in ail, 

Jt was decided that both the 
voter and the polls attendant should 
sign the voter’s name on the en- 
velope. but that the voter's name 
should not appear at all on the 
ballot sheet proper.

Exile Says Cuban Schools 
Are Closed and Used 
As Barracks 

By Wlnflrld Rankin 

Carlos March, a Cuban student 
leader, now in exile, spoke before 
the Left Party's annual dinner last 
Wednesday night at the Park Lane 
Inn. 

March. In speaking of the condi- 
tions which he said the students 
of Cuba are now facing, stated that 
during .the last eleven years stu- 
dents have been out of school more 
than half of the time because the 
schools have been closed and used 
for barracks. 

Conditions Getting Worse 

He said that conditions under the 
Machado government were bad 
enough, but that they have been 
steadily growing worse. During 
the first trouble, according to 
March, one student was killed. In 
the next uprising several were 
kilted. Both times the students 
were Wiarmed and people fell on 
l?oth sides. 

March stated that at present the 
island republic is really nothing 
but a tyranny, and. mercenary sol- 
diers and their relatives are living 
on the fat of the land, while Uni- 
versity doors are closed to the most 
deserving people— students. 

Attacked Americans 

He attacked the American Afn- 
bassador to Cuba, Jefferson Caf- 
fery. the Chase National Bank, the 
National City Bank of New York, 
and other American interests, which 
he said controlled the entire island, 
and pointed to irregularities in the 
recent elections. The new presi- 
dent-elect, he stated, received not 
more than 25 or 35 per cent of the 
vote in the last election. 

In concluding, he asked listeners 
to send petitions or letters to the 
Secretary of State, demanding the 
opening of the schools, the removal 
of Jefferson Caffery, and the re-ad- 
mission of exiled citizens.

Tekt of the decision rendered to 
President Marvin by the Committee 
on Eligibility regarding the eligibil- 
ity of Austin Cunningham for pres- 
ident 'of- thd Student Council is as 
follows: 

April 27, 1936. 

Memorandum to President Mar- 
vin in re eligibility of officers of 
the Student Council. 

1. After a study of the constitu- 
tion. the Eligibility Committee is 
of the opinion that an elected offi- 
cer of the Student Council cannot 
enter upon the duties of his office 
except under eligibility as specified 
In Article IV, Section 4. The com- 
mittee finds that the constitution is 
not explicit as to eligibility at the 
time of election. This, in the opin- 
ion of the committee, implies that a 
candidate may stand for election 
although ineligible to assume of- 
fice at the time of election or at the 
time at which his term of office be- 
gins, which is on or before Com- 
mencement Day in June. It is the 
opinion of the committee that un- 
til such elected officers may qualify 
under Article IV, Section 4. but not 
later than Oct. 1 of their term of 
office, the duties of said officers 
shall he assumed by others as the 
constitution and the parliamentary 
authority specified therein directs. 

2. Th£ committee recommends 
that by proper amendment the 
constitution of the Student Coun- 
cil be further clarified respecting
